The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel 
(PCX Article 33(2)) . 

The problem addressed by the present invention can 
consequently be regarded as that of preventing 
subsequently impaired operation: residual fluid 
accumulates in the fluid and then impairs the 
forming process. 

The solution to the above problem, as proposed in 
claim 1 of the present application, is not known 
from the prior art nor is it rendered obvious 
thereby. The subject matter of claim 1 therefore 
involves an inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)) .
